BRITISH BANKERS

In an address to the American Bankers‘ 
Convention in New York yesterday, Mr. 
Reginald McKenna analysed the position 
of Germany's debts to the Allies and 
Britain 's debts to America. - 
"He showed that Germany’s capacity for 
production had no bearing on her capacity 
for repayment. She needs markets in 
which to realise her material assets, Such 
markets require the restoration of financial 
stability in Europe. '

WORLD’S FINANCIAL CHAOS, 


The most interesting feature of the American 
Bankers’ Convention in New York to-day was 
the address delivered by the Right Hon. 

nald- McKenna, Chairman of the London 
Joint City and Midland Bank and formerly 
Chancellor of the British Exchequer. 

SEN for' his subject ““Reparatíons and 
National Debts,” Mr. McKenna was driven to 
the conclusion that “Germany can only pay 
now whatever she may have in foreign balances, 
together with such amount as she can realise by 
the sale of her remaining foreign securities; 
that this payment is only possible if all other 
demands are postponed for a definite period 
long enough to ensure the stabilisation of the 
mark ; that future demands of the expira- 
tion of this period must be limited tothe annual 
amount of Germany’s exportable surplus at that 
time. 

“Further, that England hae the capacity to 
ay to. the United’ States interest and sinking 
und on her debt; but that the other debtors 
are none of them in a position to meet more 


and in the existing condition of Europe a 
definite ng age wag of any payment: by them 
is desirable in the interests of all the parties. 

“The actual amount which the other debtors 
could ultimately pay should, as in the case of 
Germany, be ascertained by enquiry into their f 
exportable surplus as a full and frank conference...

PURELY ECONOMIC ASPECTS, 


He confined himself strictly to a consideration 
of the economic aspect of reparations and inter-. 
national debts, how they are payable, the 
general capacity of a debtor country to pay, 
and the effect of payment. 

If he had become convinced that an attempt to 
euforce payment beyond the debtor's ability 
was injurious to the international trade of the 
whole world, lowers wages, reduces profits, and 
is a direct cause of unemployment, the con- 
clusion was founded solely om economic grounds 
and was uninfluenced by any political considera- 
tions or any regard to the moral obligations of 
the debtors. 

He knew very well that there werd other con- 
siderations affecting these debts, but these were 
matters of statecraft to be determined by the 
rulers of the creditor countries: according to 
their view of wise policy, which covers many 
interests besides those of trade and finance. 
The fact that a debtor cannot pay does not of 
itself discharge the obligation. The debt may

CAPTURE OF MEN AND

National troops, says our Galway 
Correspondent, havé entered .Oughterard; 
which is regarded as the stronghold ot 
the irregulars in Connemara, virtually 
without firing a shot, and have captured 
sixteen irregulars, eicht rifles, two shot- 
guns, a revdlver, and qtantities of 
ammunition. and fuses. | 

In -the operations in Connemara, which 
began at 2 o'clock on Tuesday morning, 
twenty-four prise ners were captured and 
one wounded prisoner was taken, The 
only engagement that took place was: at 
Poulnaclugha, a few miles from Galway, 
on “the Moycullen road, The irregulars 
opened fire on the troops as they sp- 
proached. Fire was promptly returned, 
and John Kelleher was shot in the leg, 
which «was broken. His companion was 


captured, as were also four other irregulars 
and two rifles.

Garrisons have now been placed in Moyeullen 
and Oughterard, and the road is clear to within 
a few miles of the latter town. It is expected 
that communigation will be thoroughly estab- 
lished by today (Thursday). 

The following is briefly the result of the 
operations .m. County Galway during the pass 
few days:—Oughterard taken with 16 prisoners, 
eight rifies, two shotguns, revolver ammunition, 
detonators, fuses, bombs, etc. 

Ross House, an irregular outpost, taken with 
three .prisoners and quantities of uniform. The 
irregulars fled hurriectyv on the approach of the . 
national troops, leaving behind them only 
equipment, The three prisoners were taken un- 
armed. 

In the engagement at Poulndclugha, an 
irregular outpost, five men and two rifles were 
captured, and one irregular wounded and cap- 
tured, this making -the total number of 
prisoners taken in the first entry of Connemara 
from the southern or Galway side, 25.

THE OPERATIONS. 

At .about two o'clock on Tuesday morning 
three different parties of national troops left 
Galway City under orders for the southern Con" 
nemara area, the rcacs to which were reported 
to have been stonedjand heavily barricaded. 

Captain Nugent was in &arge of No. 1 party, 
whose objective was to cet to Oughterard and 
surprise the irregulars, who were known to ba 
in position there. His. party proceeded. on 
bicycles, and arrived at Oughterard at seven 
o'tlock in the _morning, The move was a 
coniplete surprise—not a single shot. was fired, 
and sixteen prisoners were in their hands by 
half-past eight. 

No. 2 party of the troops, in charge of Capt. 
O'Reilly, surrounded" Ross House, which is on 
the borders of Ross Lake, to the east of the 


road between Moycullen and Oughterard, and 
searched it. The irregulars had retreated from 


the louse an hour before the arrival of tha 
troops. It is understood that only eight irregu. 
lars were in occupation at Ross House. e 
place gave the appearance of having been 
been vacated very hurriedly. 

No. }3 party, im charge of Captain O'Dea, 
searched Poulnaclucha district. ‘and captured 
six irregulars. Two of these were armed with 
Mauser rifles, and fired on the troops, who 
replied. shooting one of them, John Kelleher, 
in the leg. 

After the Poulnaclugha operation Captain 
Flanagan took out from Galway a party of 
troops, who joined No. 3 section, and pro- 
ceeded to open up communications. Four large 
trees were removed on thé road to Moycullep._ 
and it was found that a hole 18 feet.-widé and 
eight feet deep had been blown in Doon Bridge 
This was filled in with stones and trees, and 
it is now possible for cars to cross it. Some 
further trees were cut ‘at the bridge at, Ross 
Station, which was opened up, and 400 yards 
from this. as well as at Keaveney’s, other 
harricades were removed, the toad being ren- 


dered clear for traffic to within four miles of 
Oughterard, where a garrison has been placed, 
as well as at Movcullen. 


The national troops are purstiing operations. 


and it is expected that the road to Oughterard 
will .be .clear for traffic to-day. 


An attack on Woodford Barracks. was re- 


pelled by local voluntéers who occupied it, and 
whose only armament was a single rifle and

This poor re- 
sult would pot have been secured at all but for 
the sharp, though temporary, rise in prices which 
followed the strike settlement last year, for the 
industry soon fell into a condition of acute 
‘depression, and it is estimated that coal- 
owners were forced from November, 1921, to 
June, 1922, to draw unon their resources to the 
extent of nearly £3,000,000 in order to make 
wages up to the requisite minimum of 20 per 
cent. above the standard rate, Although the 
wage agreement is nominally based on a profit- 
scheme, there have been no profits to 
share. More recently the industry got a fillip 
with orders. from America, but these have de- 
clined again. The most nopeful aspect of the 
situation is that recorded from North East 
Derbyshire, where the output per man for the 
past twelve months has increased to 248 tons, 
compared with 158 tons in 1914.
